PETROGRAD.  via  London,  .Ian.  10. — 
The  recent  Rua.sian  victories  in  Euko- 
wina,  apd  the  ocfnipation.  .of  Itaduulz 
and  Suc'zawa  ('Biikowlna)  enable  the 
itusslans  in  their  i^sltlons  on  the 
iiauks  of  the  TIsza,  Seroth  and  Moldava 
Rivers  to  cut  off  Knumania  entirely 
from  Austria-Hungary.  This  Is  the 
situation  as  outlined  In  dispatches  re- 
ceived   in    PetV3,ijr.id    from    the    front. 

This  position  of  the  Russians  con- 
i=lderably  alters  the  military  and  diplo- 
matic situatioii,  military  men  say,  since

BTTKNOS  ATRRS,  Jan.  ".—La  Pren.sH 
publishes  the  report  that  an  engagement 
has  taken  place  off  Rio  Grande  do  Norto, 
lirazil.  between  tho  British  battle  cruis- 
er Invincible  and  the  German  battle 
cruiser  Von  der  Tann,  adding  that  the 
Von   der  Tann  ha.'»   been  sunk. 

The  German  battle  cruiser  Von  der 
Tann  was  reported  some  weeks  ago  to 
liave  crossed  the  Atlantic  to  join  the 
other  German  warships  in  the  South  At- 
lajitle.  or  Pacific.  Her  arrival  In  those 
waters  has  never  been  recorded. 

The  Von  der  Tann  l«  of  18,800  tons 
displacement,  562  feet  long,  with  a 
«peed  of  ST.*  knots  an  hour.  She  car- 
ries a  complement  of  8SS  men  and  an 
nrmoment  of  eight  n-lnch,  ten  5.9-lnch 
and  sixteen  .''..4-inch  guns  and  four  tor- 
pedo  tubes. 

The  British  battle  cruiser  Invincible 
is  of  17,250  tons  displacement,  with  a 
complement  of  731  men.  Her  armament 
Includes  eight  12-lnch  guns,  sixteen  4- 
inch  guns  and   four  torpedo  tubes. 

The  Invincible  was  one  of  the  British 
.squadron  which  .sanft  the  German  squad- 
ron, Including  the  Gnelaenau,  Scharn- 
horat.  Nurnberg  and  Leipzig  off  tho 
Fallcland  Islands. 


LONDON,  Jan.  9. — ^Should  Roumanla, 
■Slow  that  the  Russians  ara  on  the  bor- 
der, if  not  actually  In  Transylvania,  d-- 
cide  lo  participate  in  the  war  on  the, 
sidt  of  the  Allies  her  army  will  provide 
the  mls.slng  link  in  tho  chain  of  tioop.s 
-winding  from  the  Baltic  to  the  Adriatic, 
a  distance,  roughly,  of  1,800  miles. 

This  battle  line  would  be  composed 
of  RiiHHiMni»,— RounMUilans,  Sacvians  nnd 
Montenegrins  on  the  one  side  and  Ger- 
mans and  Austro-Hungarians  on  the 
other. 

While  Roumanla  has  not  taUen  ihe 
fateful  step,  the  boliof  oxistij  in  tho 
countries  of  tho  Allies  that  'Sho  will  soon 
do  so.  Other  developments  arc  ex- 
pected, 

.Oreece  and.  Xtaly 

The  relations  between  Greece  ,  and 
Turkey  have  reached  tho  breaking  point 
over  the  alloged  lll-treatmetit  of  Greeks 
in  Asia  Minor,  llaly  Is  growing  rest- 
less over  Turkey's  clelay  in  giving  .saii.i- 
faction  for  tho  violation  of  the  Italian 
Consulato  at  Hodelda,  from  which  tho 
British  Consul,  who  soughj  refuge  there, 
wa.s  forcibly  removed. 

Italy,  also,  it  Is  reported,  has  agreed 
that  Servia  shoubl  bo  granted  a  port  in 
the  Adriatic.  Roumanla  and  .Greece,  10 
is  thought,  however,  may  delay  taking 
np  arms  until  Bulgaria,  which  is  t^xlous 
for  a  part  of  Macedonia,  is  satisfied,  or 
the  last  efforts  fall  to  satisfy  that 
country,  which  is  at  present  maintain- 
ing her  neutrality,  for  a  hostile  Bul- 
garia on  the  borders  would  compel  them 
to  divide  their  :forco8. 

Wow  Oermaa  OffensiTs 

While  there  are  no  reports  of  start- 
ling developments  on  the  batlleficld.-*, 
there  are  extremely  important  opera- 
tions now  in  progress  in  both  Ka.st  and 
West.  The  German*.  iSlmultJinemi.sly 
wllh  the  renewal  of  their  attacks  on  the 
left  bank  of  the  Vistula,  are  developing 
a  new  offenaivo  from  the  direction  of 
Mlawa,  on  the  Kast  Prusslitn  frontier, 
which  the  Russia  us  are  attempting  to 
counter. 

Some  of  the  German  attaek.«  on  the 
Russian  line,  which  runs  along  tlio  Bzura 
and  Rawka  Rivers  and  thence  southward 
to  Opoc7.no  and  along  the  Nida  to 
Opatowiec,  on  the  Lower  Vistula,  have 
been  particularly  severe,  but  according 
to  the  Russian  report  all  have  been 
repulsed. 

The  thaw  which  has  set  In  in  South- 
ern Poland  and  Gallcla  has  converted 
the  country  into  a  sea  of  mud,  tuid  even  ■ 
cleared  the  .stiow  from  the  r'arpathians, 
BO  that  fighting  in  this  region  Is  im- 
possible. 

Trench   Advance 

The  F,-ench  ofter  a  heavy  bombard- 
ment of  tho  German  iiosltlon  between 
tho  Oiao  and  the  Western  end  of  tho 
Argonne.  and  after  suffering  several 
repulses,  ba\e  advanced  their  front  at 
several  points,  ijartlcularly  to  the  east 
of  Rhelms,  whpre  their  progress  baa 
been  slow  but  stejidy. 

In  Raatcrn  Argonne  the  Germans  havo 
been  making  a  similar  advance. 

The  progroaa  which  the  French  again 
report  in  the  vicinity  of  Pllrey,  in  tho 
Woevro  district,  is  of  particular  im- 
portance, for  should  it  continue  the.v 
Win  cut  the  road  which  links  Bt  Mlhlcl 
with  Mctz,  and  may  compel  the  Ger- 
mans to  evacuate  St.  Mlhlel,  which  they 
gained  long  ago  at  great  cost.  Tho 
Germans  havo  sent  reinforcements  to 
Alsace,  where  the  French  advance  has 
threatened  to  cut  off  Muelhausen  from 
tho  rest  of  the  German  line,  nnd  havo 
occupied  Burnhaupt-le-Haut. 


Vturkiah  Tmnaport  Snnk 

PETROGRAD,  Jan.  ».— An  official 
statement  says:  "On  the  Black  Sea  on 
January  3  otir  torpedo  boats  discovered 
a  Turkish  crtrliser  of  the  .Medjldleb  type, 
followed  hy  a  transport,  sailing  east 
and  approaching  .Slnope,  on  the  North 
Coast  of  Asia  Minor.  .Seeing  themselve.-i 
pursued,  the  Turkish  vessels  turned 
west  In  flight,  but  we  followed  and  .-^ank 
the  transport.

He  has  tiie 
power  to  do  it,  of  eoursn.  but  he  owco 
a  duly  to  the  public  which  must  always 
Influence  his  action  In  the  conduct  of 
his  pap«r,  The  t>ubllc  expects  him  to 
produce  a  paper,  of  a  certain  standard, 
and  that  standard  he  endeavors  lo  main- 
tain, if  ho  directed  his  editor  lo  open 
Its  r.olumns'to  every  person,  who  might 
write  anything,  he  would  hi  s  short  timo 
find  himself  subjected  to  criminal 
prosecutions,  actions  for  libel,  and  loss 
of  standing,  which  In  Its  turn  would 
entail  pecuniary  loss.

Mr.  Carmichael  wa.s  working  wHh  the 
Belgian    Refugee    Committee,    and    s^atd: 

"yoii  can  have  vary  little  Idea  here,  of 
the  work  done  by  that  committee.  For 
instance,  on  the  .Sunday  evening  after 
the  fall  of  .\ntwerp  4,0t)0  Belgians  came 
Into  London,  ami  on  Monday  evening  an 
equal  number  also  arrived,  coming  up 
by  trains  from  I'^olkestone.  The.xe  peo- 
pj!e  were  all  hou.sed  ami  care<i  I'or  on 
ihenlglxt^Df  their  arrival. 

"The  conlral  co)utnitte.;'s  offices  were 
at  AUlwycli,  Ijondqii,  and  the  work  was 
divided  (unoii^Bl  BUii-tiuU.inittees  for 
transportation,  housing,  etc.  The  refu- 
gees wore  met  at  tlic  trains  by  members 
of  the  committee,  most  of  whom  spokn 
French  and  a  few  Flemish  or  Walloon, 
and  the  majority  were  drafted  to,  Alex- 
andria Park,  in  North  l.,onaon,  which  is 
a  sort  of  .Mecond  Crystal  Palace^or  fair 
ground.s.  ThI.s  placp.  which  has  huge 
huildlng.M  and  e.vton.«;ivc  ground.';,  was 
made  capable  of  housing  7,000  Belgians, 
hut  wu.s  only  used  as  a  clearing  liouse, 
from  which  In  a  day  or  two  the  refu- 
gees were  distributed  to  other  centres 
scattered  over  England. 

"It  was  a  pitiable  .sight  to  see  these 
refugees  arriving  jon  that  memorable 
.Sunday  night;  pdor  women  currying 
little  (.hlldren  looked  as  if  thi?y  had 
been  weeping  for  day.i  as  they  sat 
amongst  all  kinds  of  bundles  of  their 
household  effects,  showing  every  evi- 
dence of  hasty   flight. 

"It  was  wonderful  to  .■^gc  ^o^v  these 
same  refugees,  after  two  or  three  days 
in  Fnpland,  had  l)rightcne<l  tip  and  were 
looking   forward    to   better  days. 

"While  the  people  of  Great  Tlrltain 
have  been  very  generous  In  their  recep- 
llon  of  the  Belgians,  the  problem  of 
caring  for  these  people  over  a  protract- 
ed period  f.i  a  serious  one.  and  Is  said 
to  be  costing  the  Old  Country  about 
fl. 000,000  per  month,  and  the  commit- 
tee would  welcome  any  suggestion  from 
the  colonies  for  permanently  relieving 
"-"  •'iMition."

A  New  York  Judge  recently  decided 
that  a  woman  had  no  right  to  the 
money  which  she  saved  from  her  house- 
hold expenses  and  deposited  In  the  bank 
to  tholr  Joint  account.  Even  if  it  had 
been  placed  there  in  her  own  name,  he 
faid,  the  hu.sbnnd  would  have  had  a 
legal   rlKht   to  the  money. 

The  decision  has  aroused  a  storm  of 
protest  from  women  ail  over  the  Uuited 
.States,  and  yet  women,  who  arc  lawyers, 
concur  in  the  Judge's  decisloii.  There 
are  many  laws  sllli  on  the  statute 
books  of  this  country  that  would  work 
Intolerable  hardship  If  human  n.M;i. 
were  not  better  than  our  laws. 

The  good  woman  who,  by  wise 
economy,  saves  money  from  lirr  allow- 
iince  given  her  by  her  husband  should 
•■njoy  the  fruit  of  her  carefulness.  On 
the  other  hand,  it  is  conceivable  that  a 
hard-hearted  woman  might  cause  ^jreat 
suffering  to  an  unfortunate  husband  if 
she  enforced  even  a  Just  ilalm  for 
money  srived    In  this   way. 

An  even  harder  case  Is  one  but  too 
common  in  our  own  Province.  An  un- 
principled man  might  neglect,  or  refuse, 
to  support  his  wife  and  fumlly.  Even 
thoiiKh  be  Is  receiving  a  goorl  Income  he 
cun  only  I)e  forced  to  supply  his  wife 
anil  children  with  nocesaitles.  Such 
laWH  jis  allow  of  cruelty  ami  Injustice 
should  he  remove. 1  from  the  statute 
book. 

And  yet,  no  Inw  cm  he  eft'ecilve  In 
keeping  a  home  happy  from  which  love 
and  confidence  have  departed.  By  all 
menns  let  pood  laws  be  made,  btlt  let 
us  remember  that  the  relations  between 
husband  and  wife  are  never  happy  when 
an  appeal  must  bo  made  trf  laws,  how- 
ever good;

Whenever  an  attack 
seemed  to  promise  well,  it  should  al- 
ways be  attack,  although  In  this  war 
there  had  been  so  many  deplorable  mis- 
takes. An  attack  must  be  driven  home, 
because  when  once  the  order  for  attack 
was  given.

to,  and  tried  to  comfort  them.  Many 
people  are  dying  of  the  shock,  it  is  aU 
too  dreadful.  Our  district  chifrch  of 
St.  Barnabas  has  been  damaged.  One 
of  our  best  workers,  a  Sunday  school 
teacher,  was  killed  by  a  shell  as  ho 
went  to  his  work.  I  was  talking  to  him 
the  night  before. 

"Three  little  children,  with  bandaged 
heads,  and  their  mothers,  have  lost 
their  all,  «nd  are  being  taken  care  of 
■by  the  Independent  Chapel  friendjs  and 
lodging  in  one  of  the  vestries.  A  house 
quite  near  W**  shelled  and  two  young 
girls  inside  blown  to  atoms.  We  wore 
fortunate  to  get  off  with  only  smashed 
windows.  The  Germans  evidently 
knew  where  >  the  big  and  Important 
•buildings  were,  as  the  town  hall, 
library,  etc,  are  seriously  damaged,  and 
the  gas  works  also.  "We  have  had  no 
light  for  two  nights. 

"St.  Hilda's  is  a  glorious  church,  but 
the  Germans  havo  made  a  hole  in  the 
roof  with  one  of  their  lovely  shells.  It 
is  a  mercy  the  church  is  not  now  ln_ 
ruins,  as  la  the  Baptist  Charfel,  while 
the  captain  of  the  .Salvation  Army  was 
killed  in  his  house.  I  am  very  thank- 
ful you  wore  not  here  during  the  bom- 
bardment. The  roar  of  the  guns,  the 
incessant  cannonading  and  vibration 
WAS  dreadful.  The  Germans  were  (ly- 
ing our  white  ensign  and  so  got  close 
in.  They  also  flred  the  first  shot  out 
to  sea  as  at  an  imaginary  foe,  then 
turned  the  guns  round  and  let  us  have 
it  for  all  they  were  worth.  It  was  all 
over  in  about  twenty  minutes.  Several 
people  have  l^ft  the  (own  and  gone  in- 
land. They  fear  a  return  of  the  Ger- 
mans. . 

"We  are  all  In  God's  hands  and  must 
pray  to  be  delivered  from  an  enemy  who 
fears,  neither  God  nor  man,  an  enemy 
who  will  descend  to  any  depths  of 
ireaclwry  and  disgrace  provided  he  can 
accomplish  his  ends.  I  trust  you  are 
well,  dearest  mother,  and  will  have  a 
happy  New  Tear.  1  must  do  what  I 
can  for  these  dear  people  her«." 


o'clock  at  night,  .ilthough  they  wont 
foTwar<l  at  &  in  the  afternoon.  Thejj 
had  lost  heavily.  It  was  npvci"  ascer- 
tained who  had  given  the  order  to  at- 
tack, and  It  only  went  to  show  how  im- 
portant it  was  never  to  commit  a  regi- 
ment to  attack  without  deliberation  and 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  all  contingent 
circumstances. 

After  landing  at  Zecbrugge.  the  High- 
landers were  sent  flying  off  to  an  enor- 
mou.s  place  like  Ghent,  and  on  the  way 
they  were  met  by  Belgian  infantry, 
cavalr.v  and  artillery,  who  said  the  Ger- 
mans had  given  them  a  devil  of  n  fight, 
nifd  they  were  retiring.  And  they  had 
to  .assist  our  soidlers  and  sailors  out  of 
Antwerp,  and  that  single  brigade  took 
Up  a  frontage  of  five  miles,  so  it  could 
easily  be  seen  how  weak  they  were.  On 
One  occasion  he  had  the  order  to  retire, 
and  sent  a  message  to  the  commanding 
officer  to  maste  certain  that  a  company 
on  the  left  had  also  gone.  He  wa.s  told 
that  they  had  had  orders,  but  as  a  mat- 
ter of  fart  that  company  was  left  bo- 
hind.  However,  thanks  to  .some  high 
fcncp.s,  although  surrounded  by  Ger- 
mans, thoy  lay  low,  mid  came  in  about 
eleven  at  night  with  the  loss  of  very 
few  men.  An  important  thing  to  re- 
member was  never  to  leave  anything 
ahout  that  an  airman  could  see.  For 
instance,  men  thrpw  their  empty  bully 
bref  tins  out  at  the  back  of  their 
trench.  The  flash  was  visible  for  miles, 
and  the  trench  was  sure  to  be  heavily 
slielled.  The  German  artillery  was  very 
thorough,  but  they  frequently  wasted 
thousands  of  shells  firing  at  woods,  be- 
hind ridges,  farms,  or  any  prominent 
feature  where  they  thought  our  reserves 
wtrc  lying  As  It  happened,  we  had  no 
reserves,  or  very  few  They  arrived  at 
Ypres  on  October  18,  and  were  in  the 
trenches  eight  days.  On  October  27  they 
were  Just  over  200  strong  The  Grena- 
dier Guards  mustered  230.  the  Border- 
ers had  230  men  and  their  colonel 
alive,  80  the  work  that  w»«  doing  could 
be  well  understood 


The -Literary  Digest,  in  its  Issue  of 
Jimuary    2,    hud    the    following:

ablijd  them  to  say  that  they  have  suc- 
ceded  in  outwitting  the  German  intel- 
ligence department,  whose  trluniiihs,  so 
far,  have  been  so  much  lauded.  L'lterly 
iiiikiiovvn  to  Admiral  von  Spee,  of  the 
Schariiliorsi,  the  squadron  of  feeble 
little  British  cruisers  known  to  be  cruis- 
ing the  South  Atlantic  wus  reinforced 
by  the  two  new  and  powerful  battle- 
cruisers  invincible  and  Inflexible.  We 
are  told  by  a  Montevideo,  Urusuay,  cor- 
respondent, writing  to  The  New  York 
World,  that  ,  the  most  elaborate  pains 
were  taken  by  the  British,  after  the 
Junction  had  been  effected,  not  to  al- 
low a  hint  of  the  presence  of  the  two 
battle-cruisers   to;  escape. 

The  outcome  was  equal  to  the  utmost 
expectations  of  tlic  strategists.  The 
British  fleet  arrived  at  Port  .Stanley, 
Falkland  IslandB,  on  December  7,  and 
ImmAdJaiel^  the:  two  Ifti-ger  vessels  ran 
into  the  concestlment  of  the  bay.

"The  action  was  already  furious  and 
.ipparently  evenly  contested,  when  out 
through  the  narrow  harbor  entrance 
came  tearing  the  long  grey  forms  of 
the  two  breat  battle-cruiser.'!,  each  with 
her  eight  12-inoh  guns  swung  out  for 
action.  Admiral  von  Spee  realized  the 
terrible  mistake  and  the  imp  into  whieh 
he  had  been  lured  and  made  signal  for 
his  little  squadron  to  scatter. 

•'It  was  too  late,  however,  the  Ger- 
mans having,  in  their  eagernes.s  to 
linish  the  supposedly  feeble  Brlti.«h 
squadron,  drawn  far  within  the  British 
range.  The  Scharnhorst  and  the 
Gnleisenau  at  once  became  the  lai-gcts 
for  the  British  battle-cruisers"  salvos, 
the  light  German  .ships  being  left  to  the 
smaller  I'.ritish  cruisers. 

Znviiicible  Bore  Brunt 
"The  Invincible,  being  in  tlio  lead  of 
the  two  battle-cruisers,  received  the 
brunt  of  the  German  lire.  Both  German 
armored  cruisers,  although  seeing^  at 
once  their  hopeless  position,  fought 
desperately,  and.  being  within  range  for 
their  8-inch  guns,  had  at  least  the  satis- 
faction of  getting  home  several  broad- 
sides on  the  mvinclble's  side,  which, 
however,  rattled  vainly  again.st  her 
heavy  armor.  The  Scharnhorst  waa 
gold  medal  ship  for  target  practice  of 
the  Kaiser's  navy  Last  year,  and  her 
.•shooting  in  thi.".  her  last  flght,  justified 
her  reputation, 

••.Meanwhile  one  12-inch  salvo  after 
another  was  methodically  battering  the 
German  ships  to  pieces,  raking  them 
from  stem  to  stern,  tearing  away  their 
light  armor  and  opening  up  gaping 
holes. 

••It  was  not  long  before  flames  were 
llrking  about  the  upper  works,  first  of 
the  Scharnhorst,  then  of  the  Gnelsenau, 
and  one  after  the  other  their  guns  be- 
rume  silent  as  the  cre;vs  were  killed 
at  their  stations.  But  there  was  no 
hint  of  surrender.  With  the  last  of 
their  Runs  still  blazing  defiance,  first 
one,  then  the  other,  of  the  two  gallant 
crulscr.s  heeled  slowly  over  ami  went 
flown.  Admiriil  Von  Spec's  flag,  at  the 
main-truck  of  the  Scharnhorst,  flying 
to  the  last." 

Olasgow  Tk.  £elpslg 
Meanwhile,  an  event  of  pecullar-'l^ 
tcrcst  was  transpiring  at  another  point 
of  the  engagement.  It  was  the  death- 
grapple  of  the  Leipalgr  and  the  Glasgow, 
two  survivors  of  the  former  enga;e;e- 
n-.enl  off  Coronel,  Chile,  the  first  week 
ir:  November,  which  the  British  lost.

TRENCHES  RECAPTURED 

O^rmana  Driven  Out  by  Gallant  A««ault 

by  Brltlah  Troopi — Work  of 

aannan  Snipers 

lluw  a  trencli  was  recaptured  from 
the  Germans  is  recounted  in  a  letter 
appearing  in  The  London  Times  from 
any  officer  serving  in  the  l':a8t  I..ftn- 
<y<shlre  Ueglmcnt  now  at  the  front.  It 
I'o^ds  as  follows; 

V^'e,  the' regiment,  were  congratulated 
in  3rd  Army  Corps  orders  of  Novem- 
ber 3  for  our  work  In  the  trenches.  On 
November  7  firing  broke  out  at  dawn 
at  5  a.  m.,  when  it  was  very  misty.  We 
were  standing  Ao  arms  when  at  8  a.  m. 
orders  came  to  march  the  regiment  lo 
hoadciuarters  and  wall  lor  orders.  VTe 
were  kept  there  till  3  p.  m.,  when  we 
were  told  the  Oermans  had  broken 
through  our  line  of  tronches  anil  had 
occupied  Ihem,  and  wc  had  to  retake 
lliem  and  restore  the  broken  line;  ex- 
actly the  same  job  as  on  the  2tst  ult. 
So  away  we  plunged  Into  the  woods, 
and,  by  following  the  rides,  arrived, 
after  much  slipping  about  In  tho 
greaB.v  clay  and  with  water  over  our 
boots,  about  600  yards  short  of  the 
edge  of  th<^  wood  the  Germans  wera 
holding.  Soon  after  a  tornado  of  flre 
broke  out,  and  tho  bullets  an. I  shells 
crackled  and  sparkled  through  the 
trees;  you  never  heard  .sueli  a  row.  We 
all  threw  o\irscUes  on  our  face.s.  Vl'hen 
that  was  over  we  slit.iiered  along  the 
greasy  r>atli  vintil  wc  came  out  on  our 
old  road  to  our  trenches.  Here  D  anil 
.V  companies  were  sent  to  rush  the 
trenches  In  front  and  reocoupy  them, 
the  bayonot  only  to  bo  nsod.  As  soon 
as  thoT  rushed  II  tremendous  fire  broke 
out,  but.  gallantly  l^d  by  Captain  Cane, 
who    was    killed,    tliey    look    the    trench. 

November  12. 
We  have  been  losing  men  and  officers 
dall>-  from  the  shell  and  rifle  flre  which 
continually  sweeps  over  our  lines.  Men 
are  contin\iaMy  being  hit  by  sniper*, 
who  erawl  iip  in  the  beetroots  .ind 
ditches  and  wait  for  an  opportunity;  as 
soon  as  a  man  cxpo.He.s  himself  at  a 
loophole,  or  shows  bis  head  over  the 
parapet,  he  Is  shot  at  Ht  once,  and,  what 
Is  worse,  generally  hit.  The  Gerniati.^ 
oi  jiosite  to  li.«  are  wonderful  lollows 
with  the  spade  and  pickaxe,  they  ar* 
always  digging  and  sapping,  and  you 
see  notlilng  but  the  spade  throwing  up 
the  dirt — not  a  head  appears;  they  must 
be  miners  in  civil  life:  happily  the 
gruelling  we  have  given  them  at  odd 
times  has  put  ihem  off  attacking  us 
W'lth  any  energy.  On  the  nth,  for  In- 
sfai>ce,  our  guns  were  shelling  and 
made  the  De.ul.sc)iers  hojl:  they  got  to 
a  gap.  where  they  were  met  by  anotiier 
party,  who  tried  to  push  ti.em  back  to 
the  trenches  .they  had  left.  Captain 
Dyer  got  his  ehanee.  and  turned  his 
maehlne  gun  on  and  wiped  out  200  of 
them.

We  have  had  rat'ner  an  anxious 
twenty-four  hours,  as  the  Ctcrmans  at- 
tacked just  nortii  of  us  and  got  into 
our  trenches;  however,  the  3flth  Kast 
Uancashlren, .  late  In  the  day.  made  a 
oohntor-atfack  and  kicked  the  "Bosebes" 
out  in  flne  style.

Though  many  article.s  have  been 
written  and  much  has  been  said  re- 
f-enlly  about  the  Internal  Bath,  th^  fact 
remains  tbat  a  great  amount  of  ignor- 
anee  and  misunderstanding  of  this  new 
''Bysteni  of' Physical  Hygiene  still  exists. 

.\iid,  inasmuch  as  it  seems  that  In- 
t<?rual  Bathing  is  even  more  essential  to 
jperfect  healtb- tlianJ'lCxterBal-  Bathing, 
I  believe  that  everyone  should  know  its 
origin.  Us  purpose  and  Us  action  beyond 
ilie  possibility  of  a  misunderstanding. 

its  great  popularity  started  at  about 
the  same  time  as  did  what  are  prob- 
ably the  most  encouraging  signs  of  re- 
cent times — I  refer  to  the  appeal  ot 
Optimism.  Cheerfulness,  Efficiency  are 
those  attributes  which  go  with  them, 
and  which,  if  steadily  practiced,  will 
make  our  race  not  only  the  despair  of 
nations  competitive  to  ua  in  business, 
but  establish  us  as  a  shining  example 
to  the  rest  of  the  world  In  our  mode  of 
living. 

These  new  dally  'Gospels,"  fts  It  were, 
had  as  their  Inspiration  the  ever-present 
unconquerable  Canadian  Ambition,  for  It 
■  had  been  proven  to  th<'  satisfaction  of 
all  real  students  of  business  that  the

Tor  the  world  of  business  has  every 
1  'inHilence  in  the  man  who  has  con- 
fiilence  In   hlmseir. 

Tf  our  outlook  l.^  optimistic,  and  our 
conndcnce  strong,  it  naturally  follows 
that  We  inject  enthu.-jlasm.  "ginger," 
and  clear  Judgment  Into  our  work,  and 
have  a  tremendous  advantage  over  those 
who  are  at  times  more  or  less  de- 
pressed, blue  and  nervously  fearful  that 
their  Judgment  may  be  wrong— who 
lack  the  confidence  that  comes  with  the 
right  condition  of  mind,  and  which 
count.s   so    much    for    sviccess. 

Now  the  practice  of  Opdmlsm  and 
t'onfldenee  has  made  great  strides  In 
huprovlng  and  advancing  the  general 
efficiency  of  the  Canadian,  and  If  the 
mental  attitude  necessary  to  Us  accom- 
jill.shment  werp  easy  to  secure,  complete 
success   would    he   ours. 

Unfortunately,  however,  our  phv-ilf^al 
bodies  have  an  Influence  on  our  mental 
attitude,  and  In  this  particular  Instance, 
because  of  a  physical  condition  which 
Is  universal,  these  much-to-be-dpslred 
aids  to  success  are  Impossible  to  con- 
sistently enjoy.

Xalure  l.«  constantly  demanding  one 
thing  of  IIS.  which,  under  our  present 
mode  of  living  and  «Atlng,  it  Is  Impos- 
sible for  us  to  give — that  Is.  a  constant 
care  of  our  diet,  and  enough  consistent 
physical  work  or  exercise  to  eliminate 
all   waste   from    the  system, 

Tf  our  work  is  confining.  n»  It  is  ttj 
almost  ever.v  Instance,  our  Hystems  can- 
not throw  off  the  waste  except  accord- 
ing to  our  actlvUy.  and  a  clogging 
process    immediately   sets   In. 

This  waste  accumulates  In  the  colon

recogmlzed  as  a  menace,  and  I'tivsh-ians, 
Physlculturlsts,  Dietitians,  Osteopaths, 
and  others  ha'vc  been  constantly  labor- 
ing to  perfect  a  method  of  removing  It, 
and  with  a  partial  and  temporary  suc- 
cess.

"A  naval  war  for  economic  interests, 
particularly  for  commercial  interests, 
will  probalily  be  of  long  duration,  for 
tlie  aim  of  a.  .superior  opponent  will  be 
all  the  more  completely  reached  the 
longer  the  war  Itists. 

"To  this  must  lie  added  that  a  naval 
war  which,  after  the  destruction  of,  or 
shutting  up  of,  tile  German  sea  fighting 
force,  was  counned  fo  the  blockade  of 
the  coa.sts  and  the  rapture  of  merchant 
ships  woiilil  cost  tlio  opponent  little; 
indeeil,  he  would,  on  the  contrary,  amply 
cover  the  expenses  of  th4?  war  by  the 
simultaneous  imi>roveinfnt  of  his  own 
trade.

Navy  Aids  in  Seizing  Ger- 
many's Colonies 

The  oversea  empire  of  Germany  con- 
tlucs  to  dwindle  under  the  Influence  of 
combined  sea  and  land  attack.  This 
gradual  depletion  of  her  Colonial  pos- 
sesHlons  must  be  keenly  felt  In  Ger- 
many. It  Is  not  only  a  blow  to  'h«r 
prestige  abroad,  but  to  her  vanity,  for 
all  Germans  were  intensely  proud  of 
their  Colonies.  All  In  the  Pacific,  in- 
oludlns  Kiao-Chau.  have  besn  taken; 
Oerman  E:ast  Africa  Is  beln»  invaded, 
and-  its  0|pltal,  Dar-es-Salaam,  haa  suf- 
fered from  a  bombardment  by  British 
warships.  Active  operations  asainst. 
Oerman  Southwest  Afrtea  are  In  pro- 
gress. Carneroon  and  Tosoland  ars  in 
possession  of  the.AUIes. 

Whether  it  Was  necessary  to  under- 
take the  captur^  of  all  Germany's  ovar- 
sea  torrltorles  need  not  b«  dteciieaed 
here.  SventtMslly.  of  sourse.  they  would 
aSl  fill  ta.the  SfipMior  sea  Power,'  The 
oai^tttriov  of  tltem  turn  doea  net  atfeet 


Immediately  the  decision,  hut  it  will  un- 
doubtedly iiayc  an  infiucnce  upon  It. 
Moreover,  several  useful  objects  arc 
attaln<^d.  ■  The  destruction  of  wireless 
stations  is  one  of  tliese.  Another  Is 
that  these  lands  will  In  some  cases  pro- 
vide  counters  to  bargain  with  at  the  end 
of  the  war,  Asaln,  In  Cameroon  espe- 
cially, France  is  taking  bafck  the  price 
of  the  Agadlr  settlement.  Opportunities 
have  also  been  given  to  the  Dominions 
in  the  Pacific  and  In  South  Africa  to 
round  off  their  borders  or  remove  dan- 
gerous neighbors  from  the  proximity. 
If.  then  in  aid  of  these  operations  naval 
force  haa  necessarily  been  withdrawn 
from  other  duties  it  casnot  be  denied 
that  there  Is  good  oause  shown  for  this.

Oermaa  Weal  Africa 
The  African  Colonies  of  Germany  h»ve 
not  yet  completely  come  under  the  do- 
minion of  the  Allies.

More  recently  German  Cameroon, 
six  times  «s  large  in  area  and  with  a 
coaet-Ilne  of  200  miles,  has  met  with  a 
similar  fate.  It.  was  part  of  the  terri- 
tory of  Cameroon  which  was  ceded  by 
Franpe  to  Gernaany  after  the  Agadlr 
crisis  In  the  Bummer  of  1911.  Further 
south,  the  Invasion  of  German  South- 
west Africa  by  the  forces  of  the  Union 
of  Sooth  Africa  still  continues.

another  port,  Is  apparently  in  tho  pro- 
vince of  the  Colonial  forces.  What 
naval  forces  are  operating  here  has  not 
been   disclosed. 

Although  tho  German  po8ae!-:sions  In 
West  Africa  are  larger  in  oxtcnt  than 
those  in  Kast  Africa,  these  latter  aro 
eald  to  have  been  the  most  flourishing 
and  most  suitable  for  development  by 
white  men.  The  visit  of  the  Fegarsus 
and  another  Britlsii  cruiser  to  Dar-cs- 
Salaain  resulted  In  tho  destruction  of 
the  floating  dock,  the  gunboat  Moewo 
and  the  wireless  station  at  that  place.

They 
cap  either  pass  throng!;  the  Ufiwns  un- 
seen hv  the  Urltlsh  ships  on  patrol  duty 
bocauae  subnu.rged,  or  they  can  blindly 
poke  their  way  throtigh  the  mlnnrteld, 
which  haa  been  laid  betw»»en  the  Good- 
wins and  the  Itelglan  Coast.

Thn  newest 
German  ^ubmarine.s  run  "'motor"  2,000 
sea.  miles  on  thw  BUrfaco;  in  oth»>r  words 
they  posses.M  a  fuel  endurance  wlilch  Is 
not  Inferior  to  that  of  many  small 
cruisers.  Not  only  ought  we  not  lo 
be  surprised  at  these  ships  being  in 
tlie  I.)own«,  but  we  should  be  prepari'd 
(o  learn  of  their  appearance  twice  as 
far  from  their  base,  writes  .Nichlbold 
llurd   in  tho   London  Telegraph. 

The  war  has  already  shown  that  .sub- 
marine attack  on  fast  moving  ves.^els  Is 
comparatively  innO'Mious.  but  that  If  the 
ship  be  ."(teaming  slowly  on  a  regular 
course,  and  still  inorr  If  .site  hf>  at  anchor 
it  is  not  difficult  lo  gi-t  thi.  torpedo 
home. 

I  have  heard  it  ri-niarketi  tliat  appar- 
ently German  submarines  are  much 
more  sncessftil  tlian  tho  undpr-waier 
craft  In  thi>  British  service.

Submarines  Have  Had  Many 
»  Victims 


The  prophets  wl>o  dcclartnl  bofpre  the 
war  that  the  subinarlne  would  carry  all 
before  It  In  the  narrow  seas  have  been 
partially  Justified  by  the  events  of  the 
last  four  months.  Up  lo  tho  beginning 
of  September  not  a  single  ship  had  been 
sunk  by  submarines,  while  live  vessels 
had  been  sent  to  the  bottom  by  sunlire. 
Ttien  iheri'  was  m  complete  and  .start- 
ling change.  Tlu-  first  vessel  ex-^r  de- 
stroyed by  a  genuine  submarine  was  the 
I'ailiflndor,  sunk  liy  the  German  sub- 
marine U-21  on  September  li. 

I'rom  that  fatal  date  submarine  \  le- 
tlms  have  followed  In  quick  succession; 
the  Hela,  sunk  by  uur  Rrltlsh  K-ft  on 
September  H;  the  terrible  sacrifice  of 
thf»  Abouklr.  Hogue  and  Gressy  to  the 
lT-9  on  September  22;  the  deatmctlon  of 
the  German  destroyer  8-126  by  tho  Bri- 
tish 15-9  on  Octoi'T  f*:  the  sinking  of 
the  Rusalan  crularr  Pallada  with  all  on 
board  by  lT-26  on  October  II;  the  1oa« 
of  the  Hawke,  llermea  and  Formidable; 
and  the  Brltiah  Huecens  In  destroying 
the  Turklah  baltleahlp  Meaaoudloh  in 
the   Dardanallni. 

Tbua  for  the  laat  alx  weetm  th*  na\'al 
war  haa  been  a  buatnaaa  of  aiibmartnea. 
The  deadlines  of  the  Btibmiarlne  Ilea  tn 
her  Invlalblltty.  What  Mr.  Wella' 
ghaally  conception  o0  "the  Invlalble 
man"  wan  to  ordinary  human  bclnga, 
that  la  «he  to  aurfjwie  tihlpa,  I  once 
aaliad.  wrlte«i  H,  W.  Wllaon  In  the  Lon- 
don Dally  Mall,  a  commander  of  a 
Brltiah  Dreadnought  how  many  sub- 
marine atiacka  he    had    wtineaacd.

toll]  ine  six  or  sci'en — It  was  several 
years  ago — but  thai  only  In  one  attack 
had  lie  caught  a  glimpse  of  the  sub- 
marine or  her  periscope.  There  1*  no- 
thing to  .shoot  at;  notliing  visible  ex- 
cept perhaps  an  object  like  a  bottle 
floating  bottom  upwards  which  appears 
and  th<.n  almost  iJnmeiUately  \-anl.shos. 
I  saw  such  an  attack  delivered  at  Spit- 
bead  In  1312  by  two  submarines  upon  a 
ship  at  anchor.  Tliere  was  no  sign  or 
trace  of  tlio  coming  of  the  submarines, 
But  suddenly,  after  their  torpedoes  had 
tioen  discharged  from  a  distance  not 
m«re  than  800  yanla  away,  at  which  a 
mlsa  was  Impossible,  there  rose  from 
the  waters  of  the  a.a  two  grey  forms 
with  pepperpoia  upon  them — the  drip- 
plug  hulls  of  the  submarines.  They 
■would  not  have  thus  come  to  the  surface 
had  It  been  war.  They  would  have 
motored-  below  thp  water  to  a  safe  dis- 
tance and  then  cautiously  have  pro- 
truded their  periscopes  or  ai-tlflclal 
eyes. 

U*a    of   rarlaoope 

Tho  general  shape  of  a  -•submarine  is 
that  of  an  elongated  cigar  with  a  largo 
conning  tower  and  superstructure  on  her 
deck,  from  which  to  work  the  boat  when 
she  Is  running  on  the  surface.  From 
the  hull  protrude  the  periscopes,  pne, 
two  or  even  three  In  number.  These  are 
brass  tubes  from  .1-ln.  to  C-ln.  in  dia- 
meter, down  which  by  a  prism  a  view 
'.of  the  surface  Is  reflected  to  a  mirror 
In  the  Interior  of  the  hull.  The  officer 
who  Is  steering  tho  ship  sees  In  the 
mirror  a.  small  picture  of  what  la  hap- 
pening overhead,  though  If  the  periscope 
la  at  all  near  "the  aurface  of  the  sea 
every  now  and  tJien  tho  vision  will  bo 
blotted  out  by  what  looka  like  a  green 
curtain  and   Is  the  wash   of  a  wave. 

When  nmnlng  on  the  stjrface  the  ex- 
plosion engines  mak«H  a  deafening  nolae, 
hut  when  the  twat  dlrea  and  the  electric 
motors  arc  coupled  up  ther«  la  compara- 
tive alleitce.  The  buMimaa  of  diving' 
Is  thus  effected:  The  t>oat  takes  a  cer- 
tain quantity  of  water  Into  ballast  tanka 
to  overcome  her  buoyancy  till  aha 
weighs  almost  exactly  aa  much  as  tba 
weight  of  the  ««a  watn-  ahe  dlaptaoeg. 
She  tiT  then  ateered  downwarda  bjr  verti* 
cal  mdtlers  In  very  much  the  aam*  way 
that  air  craft  de«cend.  There  are  two 
wheels  to  be  watched,  th«  diving  wheel 
and  the  ordinary  steering  whael.  ,(1i« 
proceidtire  In  reversed  when  the  Iraat 
rises. 

The  earlier  submarines  were  eTceed- 
ingly  cramped  In  hull.  The  modern 
boats  are  ns  large  as  the  old  sIoopK  of 
twenty   yMra  ago,   and    aome   of    them

Tiierc  is 
no  indlcatioTi  of  the  motion  of  the  sea 
when  the  \'e.ssel  is  below  the  .surface, 
and  the  crew  of  a  submarine  are  ex- 
empt from  one  of  the  greatest  torttires 
of  life  In  torpedo  craft,  conettfn'^  tosetnf 
ai>out  In  rough  weather.  L 

Sange   of   1,000  'Miles 

The  range  of  the  newer  an!  larger 
submarines  Is  certainly  over  1,000  mileji 
and  may  In  some  cases  r.-ach  2.000  milcii. 
The  Germans  are  believed  to  have  boats 
capable  of  making  ilie  voyage  to  the 
Mediterranean,  though  such  an  ad\en- 
turf^  is  hardly   llkel>-   to   be  essayed. 

The  submarine  movea  more  slowly; 
than  the  surface  ship  of  modern  doaigr), 
and  consequently  she  must  attaeit  by 
stealth.  Cut  aa  warships  do  not  ordi- 
narily cruise  at  their  full  .speed  and 
take  some  time  to  work  up  to  that  speed, 
she  has  always  a  chance  of  effecting  lier 
cruel  purpo.se.  Her  tactics  are  to  cruise 
slowly  near  some  polht  where  hostile 
surface  ships  are  likely  to  be  met,  with 
only  her  periscope  showing,  and  coming 
to  the  surface  from  time  to  time  to 
recharge  her  accumulavor.s  and  obtain 
a  fresh  supply  of  air.  If  an  enemy  is 
sighted  she  calculates  tlie  rate  of  pro- 
gress and  course  of  the  ship,  ard  then 
auhmergea  till  he-,-  periscope  Is  entirely 
hidden.  If  she  has  made  no  mistake  tlio 
torpedo  la  discharged  when  the  enemyls 
within   easy   range. 

The  risks  of  submarine  wt  rk  are  great 
In  peace  luit  relativel.v  small  In  war.  for 
the  crew  are  practically  sectire  against 
gun  attack  and  against  the  onset  of 
their  own  kind,  the  auhmarine. 


Daring  Feats  of  Submarine's 
Commander 


Lieutenant-Commander  Max  Keimcdy 
Horton  is  making  hlatory.  When  the 
narrative  of  the  development  and  use  of 
the  submarine  conies  to  be  written  he 
will  figure  in  It  largely.  He  has  to  his 
account  ft  German  destroyer  and  the 
Cruiser  Hela  wlilch  he  sank,  The  first 
success  was  achieved  on  September  i;i, 
"six  miles  to  the  south  of  Heligoland"; 
the  other  happened  "off  the  Kms  Klver" 
— evidently  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
Island   of   Borkum. 

The  K-fl,  the  ve.«sel  which  accom- 
plished both  feats.  Is  one  of  the  very 
latest  and  largest  and  beet-equipped 
under-water  boats  In  the  British  aer- 
vice.  Hh*  dlsplftces  710  tons  when  trav- 
eling on  the  surface,  driven  by  her 
niesel  engines,  and  810  tons  when  sub- 
merged and  nosing  her  way  through  tho 
water  with  the  power  supplied  hir  her 
electric  accumulators.  This  vessel  has 
four  torpedo  tubes,  for  discharging  Ihe 
new  and  deadly  21 -In.  torp«<lo,  and  on 
what  pasqea  for  a  deck  are  mounted 
two  three-pounder  dulch-flrlnf  guns, 
with  dtmippeartng  mountings.  This  ves- 
sel can  travel  on  the  aurfhee  at  alxtean 
knots,  and  when  submerged  at  ten  knots.

Heligoland  (holy  land)   is  one;«t ilnfc 
world's  tiniest  Islands,  but  it  is  also  one: 
of  its   most  famous  forts,  and  its   guns 
command    the   citannel    which   divides   it 
from  the  malnlatid. 

The  island  forms  the  centre  of  the 
torpedo  and  submarine  defence  system 
of  tlie  German  Coast,  being  more  or  less 
cqul-distant  from  Kmden  and  Sylt.  de- 
stroyer, bases  on  the  extreme  S.W.  and 
N.K.  of  fhe  German  littoral,  and  from 
Cuxhaven  to  the  Kast,  which  is  the 
headquarters  of  the  mining  service. 
Heligoland  itself  is  a  base  for  destroy- 
ers and  submarines. 

Heligoland  was  taken  by  the  Knglisb 
in  1807,  but  ceded  to  Germany  by  Lord 
Sallbbury  in  1S90.  the  action  being  con- 
.slderably  criticized  at  the  time.  lt« 
position,  about  16  miles  northwest  of 
the  Elbe  and  the  Weser,  renders  It  oi: 
the  utmost  naval  value  to  Germiany,  to 
which  it  acts  us  a  sort  of  sentinel.  It 
was  declared  by  many  to  be  useless  to 
Britain,  and  it  was  termed  a  on-.mbling 
rock  in  the  sea.  There  was  some  truth 
In  this  -statement:  the  Germans  have 
spent  hundreds  of  thousands  of  pounds 
in  preventing  disintegration,  a  special 
chemical  liquid  being  poured  Into  the 
fissures  which  appeared  In  the  island 
after  a   dry  season. 

Notwithstanding  the  unstable  nature 
of  the  Island,  millions  have  been  spent 
by  the  Germans  in  rendering  it  a  strong 
naval  bftpe  in  accoi^lance  with  the 
Kalse-'s  imbltlon. 

Long  buttresses  of  giranite,  28  feet 
high  and  as  feet  thick,  were  put  up  to 
protect  the  cliffs,  rifts  and  crcvioea  were 
filled  with  ferro-concrete,  groynes  and 
breakwaters  constructed,  and  a  naval 
harbor  devised  at  a  co.st  of  l',i  milliona 
sterling. 

The  plateau  iwis  studded  with  ar- 
mored cascment.s  and  sunken  batlarle?. 
from  which  Krupp  guns  could  sweep  the 
sea.   for   miles. 

Tn  all  nearly  150,000,000  .has  been 
spent    on    the    work. 


Germany's  Strength  in  Under- 
water Craft 


The  German  submarine  flotilla  has 
been  greatly  increased  In  recent  years; 
indeed,  for  tho  last  six  years  the  enemy 
has  spent  upon  his  under-water  craft 
almost  precisely  the  same  amount  as  wo 
ill  this  country  have  devoted  to  sub- 
marines, says  H.  W.  Wilson  Jn  the  Lon- 
don Daily  Mall.  The  total  strength  of 
G.Tman  boats  now  ready  for  »ea  Ls 
probably  about  thirty-six.  Five  or  six 
of  these  are  .small  craft  of  Ifttlc  value 
except  for  work  on  the  German  Coast. 
The  boats  numbered  U-T  to  U-18  (XT 
stands  for  Uuterseeboot)  displace  300 
tons,  motor  thirteen  knot.s  on  the  sur- 
face and  nine  submerged,  are  tested  up 
to  depths  of  150  feet  in  the  water,  carry 
a  supply  of  air  sufficient  to  enable  their 
crews  to  remain  below  for  twenty-four 
hours,  and  have  wireless  Installations. 
Their  crew  numbers  twenty-three  offi- 
cers and  men.  as  was  shown  by  tlio  Ger- 
man casualty  list  for  U-U  published  by 
the  tJcmvan  Admiralty  when  she  was 
sunk   by    the   British   Fleet. 

U-I7  to  U-24  are  larger  boats,  about 
equal  to  our  British  D  claiia,  and  dis- 
place 750  tons  when  submerged.  They 
have  a  gun  armament  of  one  H-pounder 
disappearing  gun.  which  ^an  come  Into 
action  within  twenty  seconds  of  the  boat 
rising  to  the  surface,  and  one  1-pounder 
automatic  anti-aircraft  gun,  which  re- 
mains outside  the  boat  and  Is  exi)osc<l 
to  the  sea  when  she  dives.  Still  newer 
and  yet  more  powerful  are  the  boats 
numbered  from  U-25  onwards,  one  of 
which  sent  the  .Pallada  to  the  bottom. 
These  have  two  H -pounders  and  two 
l-pounder  guns  apiece,  the  latter  gunii 
for  use  against  aircraft.  They  displace 
over  800  tons,  and  a  speed  of  17  knots 
Is  claimed  for  them  on  the  surface. 
Under  water  they  are  believed  to  do 
about   !'»  knots. 

All  the  German  submarines  are  driven 
by  heavy  oil  engines  on  the  surface, 
with  electric  motors  for  use  under  water. 
The  electricity  is  generated  by  the  oil 
engines  when  the  boats  are  on  tha  sur- 
face and  is  stored  in  accumulators.  The 
-arller  boala  carry  two  or  three  tor- 
pedo  tubes,  with  a  supply  of  at  least 
alz  torpedoes,  aa  |o«  action  of  U-9  with 
the  three  Brltiah  armored  cruiaers 
■iiowed.  when  alx  torpedoes  were  llrad. 
The  newer  boats  have  four  dr  llVe  tor- 
pedo. tut>ea,  and  are  believed — for  all 
detalla  of  thene  vesaeia  mrm  Itept  an  far 
a«  poaalble  aecret — to  oarry  •  aumiir  of 
elRht  or  more  lorpedoea.

•  "•I  virkneas.  It  will  take  a  Kreat  deal 
1.1  <onvlnce  us  that  the  number  of  troops 
jifMded  for  tho  Invasion  Of  Kngland  can- 
not be  found,  The  sea  pas.sage  is,  and 
ha K  always  been,  the  groat,  and  per- 
haps the  ln.«!nrmountable,  difflculty.  but 
from-  the  point  of  view  of  shipping  and 
men  there  is,  we  may  say,  no  difficulty 
at    all. 

There  |s  much  reason  why  tho  Ger- 
man.s  should  wI.mJi  to  strike  at  us.  The 
lanil  campaigns  do  not  at  pre-sent  appear 
likely  to  produce  decisive  re.-fults  fav- 
orable to  Germany  within  any  period  of 
time  that  can  be  foreseen,  and  the  strain 
on  Germany  Is  tremendous.  Wo  cannot 
be  positive,  knowing  broadly  a.s  we  do 
the  distribution  of  German  forces,  that 
Germany  has  any  dennlte  strategy  ex- 
cept to  defend  herself  as  be.vt  she  may. 
Antwerp  shows  that  she  seeks  for  the 
line  of  least  resistance  in  order  to  strike 
a  blow  which  may  be  at  least  resound- 
Inir.  She  may  consider  a  death-grapple 
with  our  forees  at  home  to  be  another 
advance  on  the  line  of  least  rcslstanre 
even  though  our  sailors  may  hold  other 
views.  A  blow  at  us  would  ealise  all 
good  Germans  unmixed  happiness  If  Jt 
eame  off,  ajid  would  give  the  German 
-Vavy  the. opportunity  for  whirh  It  longs 
It  is  not  strategy,  it  is  an  adventure! 
The  odd.K  are  .-igalnst  success.  But  still 
the  adventure  may  be  attempted. 

The  measures  whieh  our  Goi>prnment 
are  likely  to  taKe  in  ease  of  a  hostile 
landing  can  only  bo  conjectured  They 
must  however,  make  „p  their  minds 
whether  we  propose  to  fight  on  land 
lo.gularly  or  irregularly.  in  the  flrsf 
.-«s«  all  the  constituted  forces  fight 
while  the  people  remain  quietly  In  their 
homes,  tn  the  .^-cond  case  every  one 
lakes  What  weapon  he  can  get  hold  of 
and  becomes  a  partisan,  after  donning 
some  badge  to  constitut..  himself  a  pro- 
per combatant.

In  both  events  the  p„blir  jihould  be 
lustrnrled  how  to  act.  on  the  coast  In 
.lie  Inlerior,  In  the  towns,  and  on  'the 
farms.  Failing  swh  Inseriiellons  we 
may  witness  the  flight  of  hordo«  of  pp„- 
ple  from  the  danger  area,  with,  their 
flocks.  herd«  and  belonglngK  than  whleh 
a  more  fatal  \^r  to  the  conduct  of  opera- 
tions by  the  defending  army  can  scarce- 
ly  be  Jmaeinod.  It  1«  ucclew  to  Imua 
such  Instructions  when  the  enemy  !«  on 
our  Bhorea.  for  no  one  will  then  attend 
to  Ihem.  Consequently  we  must  expect 
from  the  authorities  a  prompt  announce- 
ment of  their  views,  including  instruc- 
tion* for  manlcipalltles  and  private  per- 
sons,  as  to  the  best  means  of  puttlne 
out  nrea  eaussd.  by  aerial  bombs.  The 
eicpansloo  of  local  rtre  brlgn<]«B  must 
also  be  eonstdered.

Convinced  as  we 
may  be  that  we  ar.i  .<^afe  under  our  naval 
shield,  and  knowing  as  we  do  that  our 
land  armaments  impro\'e  dally,  wo  must 
not  allow  ourselves  to  be  lulled  Into  a 
false  sense  of  security.  The  more  com- 
pletely we  are, prepared  the  loss  chance 
th|t  the  stroke  will  be  deliverefl. 

Naval  War  Extends  All  Over 
World 


The  naval  war  now  In  progress  covers 
a  greater  area  than  any  which  has  oc- 
euired  liefore.  The  extent  of  the  naval 
movements  whleh  are  now  going  on 
are  far  wider  than  during  the  great 
v/ars  of  tho  last  i:entury,  for  all  the 
oceans  and  seas  of  the  world  are  in- 
volved   and    seven    navies    are   enga«ed.

ITntll  Germany  ha.n  accepted  def'st 
upon  any  terms  which  will  save  \'<:\' 
national  Integrity,  the  period  sucoe  U- 
Ing  the  war  would  be'occupled  by  fresh 
preparation,  and  In  a  few  years  there 
may  be  another  conflagration  under  con- 
ditions less  favorable  to  this  country 
than  at  the  present.  We  have  to  secure 
such  a  Kuropean  settlement  as  will 
grant  the  little  Slav  communities  time 
to  grow  into  federated  statea  stretch- 
ing from  the  Baltic  to  the  Mediter- 
ranean, to  rectify  the  Western  frontiers 
of  Kurope,  and  to  dispose  of  the  pre- 
tinlion  of  Germany  to  control  tha 
North  Sea.

The  odds  were 
against  the  Germans,  because  In  their 
metliodl<"al  literal  way  they  had  held 
that  torpedo  craft  were  designed  to 
fight  with  torpedoe.v!.  and  needed  only 
light  guns.  The  nritish  Admiralty  held 
that  they  siiould  have  guns  which  would 
enable  them  to  hold  their  own  In  gun 
warfare.  In  the  P.lght  of  Heligoland, 
and  off  the  Dutch  coast,  the  Britlall 
policy  haw  l>cen  .supported  by  the  teat  of 
war    experience. 

While  the  enemy  In  this  action  was 
anniiillated,  the  British  force  .suatained 
no  serious  losses.  It  was  no  surprise 
attack  made  under  the  aheltor  of  a 
neutral  (lag,  as  was  once  more  the  Case 
when  the  Ilawkc  was  torpedoed,  hut  an 
honest  flght  in  the  open.
